The  Role  of  Mining 

Metals  and  minerals  are  essential  to  maintain  and  enhance  our  standard 
of  living  and  to  protect  our  national  security.  Because  of  their  discovery, 
development  and  utilization,  America  has  attained  its  pre-eminent  rank  in 
the  world. 

Yet  there  are  people  who  say,  “Mining  does  nothing  for  me.”  Perhaps 
it  is  because  few  of  the  products  we  all  use  so  often  and  depend  upon  so 
much  are  not  readily  identifiable  with  mining. 

As  part  of  the  total  national  economy,  the  mining  industry  is  relatively 
small.  It  employs  less  than  1  percent  of  the  national  work  force,  occupies 
less  than  .3  of  one  percent  of  the  surface  of  the  U.S.  and  contributes  a  mere 
3  percent  to  the  Gross  National  Product.  But  without  the  mining  industry 
there  would  be  no  Gross  National  Product,  and  the  wheels  of  industry  every¬ 
where  would  come  to  a  halt  without  the  products  of  the  earth  to  supply  them. 

Simply  stated,  what  mining  does  is  to  take  rock  which  is  without  value 
in  its  native  state  and  convert  it  into  jobs  and  wages  and  taxes  and  products — 
and  we’d  emphasis  that  these  products  are  absolutely  necessary  for  the  sur¬ 
vival  of  modern  man.  Over  the  decades,  Montana  mining  has  furnished  the 
income  to  support  thousands  of  families,  to  educate  thousands  of  children, 
to  provide  a  steady  flow  of  tax  money  and  to  help  support  virtually  every 
other  type  of  business  in  the  state. 

Mining  is  one  of  the  few  primary  industries  of  Montana,  and  the  primary 
industries  are  the  driving  force  for  the  economy.  Every  job  in  a  primary 
industry  creates  2.4  “derivative”  jobs  in  wholesale  and  retail  trade,  the 
service  industries,  finance,  insurance,  real  estate,  transportation,  construction 
and  state  and  local  government. 

Today  America’s  domestic  mineral  production  is  falling  alarmingly  short 
of  the  country’s  needs,  and  compounding  our  balance  of  payment  problems. 
The  first  annual  report  of  the  Secretary  of  Interior  reveals  that  if  develop¬ 
ment  of  domestic  mineral  resources  continues  at  the  lagging  pace  of  the  past 
20  years,  domestic  production  by  1985  will  fall  $31  billion  short  of  demand. 

Too  much  reliance  on  foreign  sources  is  undependable,  costly  and  unwise. 
To  achieve  the  quality  of  life  we  want  for  all — including  high  employment, 
comfortable  housing,  adequate  transportation  and  communication,  ample  nu¬ 
tritious  food,  and  the  wide  range  of  products  and  services  to  which  we  are 
accustomed,  we  must  develop  our  own  natural  resources  in  an  orderly  and 
thoughtful  manner.  AYe  believe  the  best  interests  of  our  state  and  nation 
will  be  served  by  greater  understanding  of  the  importance  of  mining,  together 
with  reasonable  legislation  and  practical  safeguards  against  environmental 
degradation. 


The  Environment 


In  the  past  two  years  The  Anaconda  Company  has  spent  in  excess  of 
$50  million  for  environmental  quality  programs.  Another  $35  million  is  pro¬ 
jected  for  this  purpose  in  1973.  Much  of  this  is  in  the  State  of  Montana. 

At  Butte,  within  the  past  year,  the  company  has  completed  an  extensive 
new  system  of  industrial  water  control  which  involves  total  re-cycling  of 
more  than  100  million  gallons  of  water  per  day. 

At  Anaconda  work  continued  throughout  the  past  year  on  the  $31  million 
pollution  control  project  for  the  smelter.  This  includes  a  high-efficiency  sul¬ 
furic  acid  plant,  water-cooled  hoods  for  the  converter  furnaces  to  exhaust 
gases  and  dust  through  a  new  flue  system,  and  material  storage  and  handling 
facilities  designed  with  in-plant  environmental  controls.  These  improvements 
will  achieve  a  40  percent  retention  of  sulfuric  oxide  emissions  and  thereby 
comply  with  federal  primary  and  secondary  ambient  air  standards. 

Land  reclamation  projects  were  continued  in  1972  in  both  the  Stillwater 
district  near  Nye  and  the  Heddleston  district  near  Lincoln.  Twenty-one  sep¬ 
arate  experimental  plots  were  seeded  on  an  abandoned  chrome  mine  tailings 
pond  near  Nye  to  gain  information  for  effective  and  practical  methods  of 
revegetation.  Additional  reclamation  work  is  planned  in  1973. 

Anaconda  advocates  a  policy  of  sensible  and  rational  regulation  to  achieve 
and  maintain  a  healthy  environment.  For  its  part,  Anaconda  has  a  major 
environmental  effort  now  in  progress,  and  a  continuing  commitment  for  clean 
air  and  clean  water.  Our  goal  is  a  cleaner  and  better  environment  wherever 
we  operate. 


What  is  Anaconda? 


The  Anaconda  Company  is  a  Montana  corporation. 

It  is  the  state’s  largest  single  industrial  employer. 

It  is  a  major  taxpayer,  providing  $8.5  million  in  Montana  taxes  in 
1971.  In  three  counties,  Silver  Bow,  Deer  Lodge  and  Flathead,  it  is  the 
largest  taxpayer. 

In  1971  it  met  a  Montana  payroll  of  over  $96  million  in  wages,  salaries 
and  benefits.  It  also  reserved  in  that  year  over  $5  million  in  pension  funds 
for  retired  Montana  employees. 

It  provides  a  good  livelihood,  directly  and  indirectly,  for  thousands  of 
Montana  families. 

In  addition  to  its  own  taxes,  Anaconda  employees  in  1971  had  more 
than  $8.5  million  withheld  from  their  pay  for  federal  income  taxes  and  more 
than  $3  million  for  Montana  income  taxes.  Additional  millions  in  taxes 
came  from  other  businesses  and  individuals  who  benefited  from  Anaconda’s 
operations. 

Anaconda  spends  about  half  a  million  dollars  every  day  to  operate  its 
Montana  mines  and  plants.  That’s  a  lot  of  fuel  for  our  state’s  economic 
machinery,  and  the  benefits  are  widespread.  Much  of  it  goes  directly  to  our 
employees  and  from  there  to  the  grocer,  service  station,  store,  office  or 
wherever  they  do  business.  There’s  a  good  share  for  our  schools  and  govern¬ 
ment  ;  the  transportation  and  utility  industries,  and  the  hundreds  of  suppliers 
from  whom  we  purchase  goods  and  services.
